Born in the Bronx in 1955, Knuckles moved 
to Chicago in the 1970s after honing his skills 
alongside fellow Dance Music Hall of Famer 
Larry Levan, playing the gay bathhouse scene 
in Manhattan. Quickly gaining a residency 
at the Warehouse club on Chicago’s Near 
West Side, Knuckles used his skills to craft 
popular remixes of dance tracks. His popular- 
ity swelled to the point that his style became 
known as “house,” a reference to the Ware-

student describes 
UlC shower attack

David Guerrero was on his way to a dorm re- 
stroom to brush his teeth Monday morning 
when he heard someone yell that another Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Chicago student was be- 
ing sexually assaulted in the women’s shower. 

“I opened the bathroom door and I asked 
if everything was OK,” said Guerrero, a fresh- 
man from west suburban Cicero. “I heard a 
scream, so I entered. I saw the perpetrator in 
the corner, and the victim was clearly scared 
and distraught.” 

Guerrero, 19, said he got the attacker out of 
the restroom while other students comforted 
the woman and called for help. Guerrero said 
the man, whom he described as disoriented, 
wanted to leave but didn’t put up a fight when 


Guerrero held him in place. 

University police arrived at the Commons 
South dorm soon thereafter and arrested Ta- 
vares Humphries, who is not a UIC student. 

Humphries, 28, was later charged with at- 
tempted murder, aggravated criminal sexual 
assault, aggravated kidnapping, battery of a 
police officer and residential burglary, accord- 
ing to UIC officials, who declined to release 
further details about the case. 

A day after the attack, some students at the 
West Side campus criticized the security mea- 
sures that Humphries apparently breached. A 
UIC spokesman said Tuesday that the univer- 
sity has stepped up police patrols in dorms 
and was requiring students to sign guests in to 
residence halls during daytime hours.

CIA misled public 
about interrogations 


The Central Intelligence Agency misled the 
US. government and public for years about 
aspects of its brutal interrogation program, 
concealing details about harsh treatment of 
detainees and other issues, according to a re- 
port in the Washington Post. 

U.S. officials who have seen a Senate Intel- 
ligence Committee report on the CIA inter- 
rogation program described damning new 
information about a network of secret de- 
tention facilities, also called “black sites,” the 
Washington Post said.

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Wheelchair basketball 
Is tougher than It looks

A scene familiar enough to make Chicago bas- 
ketball fans wistful for the glory days of the 
’90s unfolded in a cavernous gym on an unsea- 
sonably cold March morning. 

No. 23 on the Bulls pushes the ball upcourt 
against the Pacers, sees an open man and lofts 
a crisp pass that finds him underneath the 
hoop in one fluid motion. Ball meets net. Two 
points go on the board. 

“For us, we’re always pushing and we’re al- 
ways using our arms,” he said. “Shooting gets 
difficult.” 

Ten miles and 20,000 or so fewer fans in 
the stands separate Edgewater’s Broadway 
Armory Park from the plush confines of the 
United Center. And it’s doubtful anyone on the 
street is going to mistake Chicago Wheelchair 
Bulls star Kyle Cribble for the man who made 
the number 23 famous for the NBA franchise. 

But in this gym on this day, it is the sturdily 
built, 18 -year-old Elgin resident who takes 
center stage. 

“I see wheelchair basketball the same as 
able-bodied except that we’re better,” he said. 
“It takes a lot more conditioning in my eyes.” 

Chicago has established itself as a hotbed 
of wheelchair basketball talent, with four 
teams spread from the northern suburbs to 
the city’s South Side. Much of that talent was 
on display over the weekend at the Neal Rad- 
bel Memorial Tournament at Armory Park, 
a tune-up for the National Wheelchair Bas- 
ketball Association national tournament that 
takes place April 3-6 in Louisville, Ky 

“It’s growing and getting better and getting 
more notoriety as time goes,” Wheelchair 
Bulls star Dave Radbel said.

And while Cribble is the future of wheel- 
chair basketball in Chicago, Radbel is undoubt- 
edly its present, the focal point on offense for a 
team ranked in the Top 20 in the NWBA. 

Throughout the team’s contest against the 
Pacers recently he shows a knack for finding 
the open man in traffic, expertly spinning his 
chair on a dime and sinking shots from all 
over the court, despite suffering from an in- 
jury that would sideline most athletes. 

“Eve got a broken finger at this moment 
from a tournament three weeks ago,” the 
35-year-old South Loop resident said, shrug- 
ging. ‘A guy decided he was going to put my 
hand in his spoke and it didn’t feel too good. 
Still a little stiff but it’s all right.” 

Aesthetically wheelchair basketball is like 
watching cars on the Kennedy attempt to play 
a game of five-on-five during rush hour. The 
sound of metal crashing into metal echoes 
through the gym on every possession as players 
jockey for position, using their chairs as an ex- 
tension of their bodies to create scoring oppor- 
tunities for themselves and their teammates. 

With constant collisions, injuries such as 
the one Radbel suffered are the rule, not the 
exception. 

“There’s a lot more contact than in able-bod- 
ied basketball,” Gribble said. “Tbu can get run 






over if you fall over, jam fingers, broken bones.” 

Their relationship with the NBAs Bulls is 
strong. 

The Bulls have sponsored the Wheelchair 
Bulls for nearly 30 years. Throughout the 
season, they’ll play exhibitions at the United 


Center during halftime. 

“We’ve met Derrick {Rose},” Radbel said. 
“He came into our locker room when he was 
hurt last year. Our relationship is awesome 
with them.” 

As for how he and his teammates would
